MITTEE.—Thie body met yosterday at the Girard
House, and was well attended by members from
the nterior, The meeting was called by the
Chalrman with a view to the organization of the
State, and the following preamble and resolu-
tions, offered by James P, Bawyer, Haq,,of Pitte-
tlm, were adopted as the basis of future opera-
tlons:—

Whereas, We believe it to be the duty ot
every and any party which approves of the
messages, vetoes, and other scts ol the Adminis-
tration of the Chief Magistrate, to sustain and
encourage his course by s manly and dignified
expression ol opinion; therefore be it

tved, That the National Union party re.
taine an abiding naod unshaken faith in the firm-
ness, wisdom, and integrity of Andrew Johnson,
the President of the United Stutes, and we
hereby tender him, in behalf of thoge whom we
represent, our approval and our thanks, not
less for his expressions of eonfidence in the ]urlF-
ment of the people, than for the deference to
their will, and his esertions in their behalf, in
the policy of his administration.
hereos, The result ot the late elections has
proven that the confidence expressed by our
Chief Magis rate In the will and ability of the
prople o rebuke or spprove of the deeds of
legis'ators or rulers bas not been misplaced; and

Whereas, The necessity for an immediate
union of all the elemefits opposed to radical
domipation and oppresston, upon a basls which
will embrace Bodpubllcan and Democrat, Na-
vonal Union and Conservasive, has likewise
been demonstrated; and

Whereas. Prompt and eflicient action only
oAn arcomrlishthe complete overtirow of the
radieale; therefore

Resoived, That the Chairman is hereby di-
rected to 611 up such vacancies as exist in Com-
mittees {or districts not now represented, and to
procecd immediately to make such arrange-
ments as are necessary to accomplish a thorough
organizetion of the Btate, and confer with par-
ties holding similar views in other States, with
a view to effect an orgavization of the consoerva-
tive men of the conntry.

Theee rirlmm inventions were illustrated by
drawines projected on the screeu with admi-
rable effect, and, aiter the couelusion of other
matiere, the Hilnminated fountsin was exhibited.

Mr. Vanderburgh also guve a very intercsting
w t of & new building materinl or artificial
n.u?-d lime and sand mingled under pressure
with steam, and this subject was discussed at
stome leugth.

Mxerive or FiesMeN.—A meoting of repre-
sentatives from dilfcrent fre companies favor-
able 1o an increase of appropristions to the
steam tire companies of the city, was held last
evening al the bsll of the Hibernia Fire Bogine
Company, Samuel Stone ln the cuair, A discus-
sion ook place smong the répreseniatives, some
siating that there was a desire Iu Councils to
reduce the Fire Department, and that the ldea
ol an lucreass was, therelore, hopeless, They
claimed it us & right due the Fire Departmens
that the approprintion should be made, It was
suggested also thet the expenses of the different
companies in keepiug up their organizations
ghounld be placed In circular form belore Coun-
cilien, but personal effort wes deemed the
surest metbod of arriving at the desired ecnd.
On motion, the committes mppoiuted at u pre-
vious meeting was then directed o prepare and
bave placed before Councile the circular alluded
to, Ouv motion, nn assessment of two dollars
on eAtl company was made, In order to defray
the expeuses ol earrying out the wishes of the
firemen, A motiun wae made and carried that

CAMDEN AFFAIRS.

Seniovs Cosrraanarion—The Third Metho-
dist Eyptscepal Chureh (n Rwing—Eight Howsen
Comprielely Destroyed— Lot over §25,000,—A bont
quarter before 8§ o'clock yeslerday afternoon,
Lne roof of the Methodlst Eplseopal €haroh, on
Third sireet, belween Federnl and Bridge
avenue, was discovered 1o be on fire. The alarm
was quickly sounded, bul half an hour elupsed
before any water could be obiained., In the
meantime the flames had orept slong the
sbhingle rosf, and were making rapid progress
ﬁnwnwnruﬂnwumﬁmn basement, The ateam
engines succceded, at lengih, In securing a
small quantity, not sufficlent, howover, Lo stay
the progress of the flames. The plugs were
pumped dry In threesguarters of an bhour,

By this time the large siruclure was enbirely
vnoer the control of the fer nlumunt,whluil
threatened destruetion to the suarrounding
property, which conalited of finmme dwallings,
Al this juncture [t beeame evident the choreb
was doomed, and the firemen turned their at.

ronnding bulldings,

Om the norith side of the ohureh there Is an
filley dignified by the name of Taylor's avenue.
Hituated upon I, and about ten fest from Lhe
church, were four two-and-n=half story frame
dwelllpgs, occupled by laboring men. As soon
us It became apparent that they were In danger,
the greatest consiernatlen prevalled, Huos-
bands running in one direction, wivés in
another, and chlidren runoning both wnys, all
neemed horror-siricken at the idea of belog
renderdd houseless.

Thelr honsehold goods were thrown Into the
street, and oarried ofl L0 & place of nm.g. Kre
long it became oo warm in that vieinlty, and
they were compelled to abandon the attempt
to save thelr worldly goods, many leaving
behind more than bhalf they ensod,

A strong southwest wind prevalllng, oarried
the sparks, which alcentlmll in myriads, high
luto Lthe alr on to the roofs of other houses
First & small jel of fire wonld be seen, then
anotber, and another, until In an amazing
short gpace of time the roof wns on fAire. There
being no waler to counternct the fire. It soon
spread along thée roofs of the fonr houses, and
before long not a vestlge of them remained buat
the number of blackened boards. Toe flames
communieated to the houske at the corner of
Third and Taylor avenue and the npper por-
tlon of It was burned offf The roofs of the
houses adjoining that, as well s the next one,
fell a prey Lo the flames, BSaveral Mfre compa-
nles from Philadelpbia arrived at thistime but
were unable to render much assistance on
account of the searcily of water,

There are iwo theories as to the orlgin of the
fire. Onels that it was caused by the spark of
8 locomotive allghting on the roof of the
chureh, and the other that it was prodaced
through a defective flune, Axthe fire was first
diseovered on Lhe roof at the southwest angle
of the bullding, and about twenty fect from Lhe
course of the flue, the former theory ls the most
plausible one.

The church was erected in 1834, In 1808 it was
rebullt and an additlon made to 1t, at the cost
of $6000. Iis dimenslons were 90 fest long by 45
in widih, Tha rear portion of the stroocture
was used as a class and Infant Sunday Scbhool
rocim, The basement, a Ilarge room, 60 by 44,
wos ooonpled as a Sunday School, The maln
room of Lhe church was on the ground floor
and wak of the eame s'ze as the Bunday Bohool
room. It was surrounded on three sides by &
gallery,

The chureh could seat eomfortably about nine
hundred people, It was the firsl religlons
orgnnization in Camden, and s the mother
church of all the others of the Methodist de-
nomination that exist in that oity. The editice
was handsomely furnished, s Brusssls carpet
covering the alsles. The gallery was ornamented
with mstting.

“The organ, which had been but recently con-
structed, was valued at §1500, This, as well as
everylhing the church contain was do-
stroyed. The tolal lose will be about £16,000,
upon which there is an insurance of but §40M0
in the Franklin, of Phlladelphia. The pastor of
the church was Rewv. Charles H, hitecar,
Nothing now remalns of the former substantial
and imposing structure bat the blaskened and
charred walla,

No. :m_Taf lor's avenue was ocoupled by Mrs.
Sophia Fairlamb; the bouse was burned down,
and only & qunnl’ity of the farniture was saved.
No insurance on furnltare,

No. &) was rented by Mr, Rose. This bulld-
Ing was also entirely destroyed, and only a por-
tion of (he furniture esca destruotion,

No, 251 was oecupled by Joun Cameron.
Houose burned down and part of the furniture
desiroyed.

No. whE oocurled by Mre. Budding, Edward

Vanasiarle and David Stroud, The bullding
was nearly destroyed, but ithe furnliure was
mostly saved,
No. 18 South Third street, a frame resldence
adjoining the chureh, oecupled by Patrick
:lnllay, wis damaged Lo the exteot of aboul
400,

No. 11 8. Third street, occupied by John
L«:gnn,lheul the rootl burned, and wus otherwise
Tugured.

No, 0 8, Third street, oecupled by Jobhn Ewers
and another family, was slightly damaged in
the roof, and Lthe furniture somewhat injured,

All the dwelllngs mentloned, with Lthe exoap-
tion or No. 13 8 Third street, belonged to Dr,
Steeling, of this elty; that one belonged to the
cccupant, Itwas not untll a late hour last
night that the flames were subdued.
